She stood in tears amid the alien 
corn.” 


Jesus was born, as we all know, 
in one of several caves or stalls 
cut into the side of a hill at Beth- 
lehem. It was one of the stalls 
of a caravanserai. You may see 
them even today in parts of the 
Holy _Land, in India and in 
Arabia. 


Picturesque Places 
They are picturesque places 
where the camel; donkey or horse 
caravans come. Their attendants 
sleep in the stalls or on piles of 
straw and blankets in the open 
by their animals. The area about 
the stalls will be filled with dogs, 
people coming and going, and 
with cooking fires. The air will 
be heavy in late afternoon. with 
the smell of mutton or goat meat 
cooking and of tea being brewed. 
All about will be vendors of the 
flat, round Arab bread and of 
sweetmeats and tobacco. I, my- 
self, have seen these in Iran and 
India. They are not too greatly 
changed from the time of Christ. 


Wherever there are horses and 
camels, there is grain. And wher- 
ever there is grain, there are 
birds. 

Now, legend has it that in the 
stall where Jesus was born there 
was a little brown bird which had 
its nest high in the top of the 
stall on a ledge of rock. It is a 
most inconspicuous bird. It could 
not sing a note. He lived a very 
dull life, and he was shy and 
sad because he could not sing like 
the other birds. 


Great Light 


One night, as the lonely and 
little bird slept on his nest, he 
was awakened by a great white 
light in his cavelike stall. He 
could hear the angels singing. 
And one of them said: 


“Sing with us, little bird.” 
*‘Alas,”” he said, “‘I cannot sing.” 
“Try,” said the angel. 


And the little bird did try and 
found that he really could sing 
the joyous songs the angels were 
singing. He was so happy he 
sang with them, song for song. 
And that is why, even today, the 
poets and everyone else agree the 
nightingale sings like an angel. 


Indeed, the reason all children 
like animals is because children 
are closer to the kingdom of God 
than anyone else. Jesus said that. 
And that is the very reason why 
children especially like chickens. 
donkeys, cows, oxen, birds and 
lambs—they were all in and about 
the stalls when Jesus was born a 
long time ago. In fact, ever since 
then the rooster has greeted each 
morning with that triumphant 
crow of his—which isn’t ‘‘cock-a- 
doodle-doo,” as some ignorant per- 
sons would have you believe. He

It. was destroyed by the 
fire. 


Guy Mitchell, a Pulaski com- 
mercial photographer, reached the 
scene, about seven miles south of 
here, while the bus was still 
burning. 


“The people who were in the 
bus didn’t seem to know what 
happened,” he said. “The colored 
people seemed to be lucky. They 
were in the back of the bus and 
were able to get out easier.” 


Samuel Youree, 50, Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., the bus driver, was 
among the dead.

Called Optimistic

WASHINGTON — Conservative 
Democrats and Republicans 
joined Tuesday in welcoming 
President Eisenhower’s announce- 
ment that he would present a bal- 
anced budget to Congress in 
January. 


Liberal Democrats were crit- 
ical, but their approaches dif- 
fered. Some called it “political,” 
others said the projected balance 
was “phony.” But only one— 
Sen. Clark of Pensylvania—fiatly 
advocated far higher expenditures 
than the $77,000,000,000 to be esti- 
mated by the President. 


The most common reaction to 
the budget, from liberals as well 
as some conservatives, was that 
the President was probably be- 
ing over-optimistic about receipts. 
His projected total of $77,000,- 
000,000 would be about $9,000,000,- 
000 higher than the probable re- 
ceipts total for the current fiscal 
year. 


REALM OF LIKELIHOOD 


An increase of this magnitude 
eccurred, however, between fiscal 
years 1955 and 1956, reflecting 
the recovery from the 1953-54 re- 
cession. Administration officials 
insisted that the receipts  esti- 
mate was well within the realm 
of likelihood. 


An almost equally common 
congressional reaction was that, 
to the extent the budget balance 
depended on another increase in 
postal rates, it was doomed to 
failure. Practically every mem- 
ber of Congress who commented 
on this subject predicted rejec- 
tion of the President's request in 
this area, aimed at reducing the 
postal deficit by upwards of

GENERAL TENOR

“dishonest” and “bookkeeping ex- j~ 


ercise’’ came from liberal Demo- 
crats. Sen. Kefauver, (D.-Tenn.) 
reflected the reaction of many 
when he accused the President of 
“attempting to place on the 
Democratic majority in Congress 
the blame for any increase in 
his estimate which may be made 
and for any consequent deficit.” 


The statements of practically 
everybody reflected the assump- 
tion that the actions of Congress 
will be decisive, at least on the 
spending side of the equation. The 


experience of recent years, how- 
ever, has been that congressional 
actions, with rare exceptions, 
have very little effect — upward | 
or downward — on budget ex- | 
penditures for the immediate fis- 
cal year ahead. 


BUDGET DRIVE 


For example, the big “cut the 
budget” drive of 1957 produced 
no net reduction in expenditures 
in fiscal 1958. In the present con- 
text, proposed Democratic pro- | 


pressed areas, education, recla-| 
mation, airports, defense and for- 
eign aid would not begin to pro- | 
duce significant outlays until fis- 
cal 1961 or later. 


Much more likely to throw the 
budget into the red would be an- 
other bumper farm crop. Spend- 
ing on farm price support has 
consistently run higher than ini- 
tial estimates, and this spending | 
is not susceptible of control by 
either Congress or the Admini- 
stration. 


It is conceivable that congress- 
jonal actions could produce a 
quick, and significant, increase in 
spending in the fields of manda- 
tory mortgage purchase by the 
federal national mortgage as-

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Ike Views Budget 
With Hopeful Eyes 


President Eisenhower’s snnounce- 
ment that a balanced budget of 77 billion 
dollars can be attained next year with- 
out a tax increase has raised quite a few 
eyebrows. In fact, as Sen. Mike Monroney 
(D-Okla) puts it, it includes a heavy 
share of wishful thinking. 

The most optimistic reports we've seen 
on tax collections for next year put gov- 
ernment revenue at not more than $76,- 
500,000,000. This still would leave the 
President’s 77 billion figure out of bal- 
ance. It takes little account either of the 
fact- that some of the most conservative 
members of Congress are hopeful spend- 
ing can be held within 80 billion dollars. 


The President’s statement said the 
figure could be held down without addi- 
tional cuts in the military program. It 
includes reduction in some domestic pro- 
‘grams such as agriculture, housing and 
unemployment insurance. He hints at re- 
quests for an increase in gasoline taxes 
for the highway program and an addi- 
tional postal rate hike. 

Although full details of his budget 
proposals were not revealed, it seems 
aimed at a liberal minded Democratic 
Congress which he has called the “big 
spenders.” It puts the burden on that 
Congress to hold spending down or to 
take credit for a bigger unbalanced 
budget and an inflation breakthrough. In 
other words, he is challenging the Dem- 
ocrats with the 1960 election in mind. 


As expected, GOP congressmen hailed 
the President’s proposals. They said 
nothing about spending cuts or higher 
taxes. This is a typical politician’s atti- 
tude, as Sen. Russell said in Atlanta 
Sunday. Congressmen are always eager 
to vote against taxes but few bave the 
courage to reject appropriations. 

There is every indication that Con- 
gress indeed will be on the side of more 
spending. Facing it is this year’s record, 
brought on by the recession and the 
challenge of the Russians, of 79 billion 
and a 12-billion-dollar deficit. The 1957 
record was $69,500,000,000. 

Defense spending is bound to increase. 
The problem in domestic spending is to 
hold it down to a figure which will en- 
courage economic growth without run- 
away inflation. Growth is a necessary 
factor in any realistic economic appraisal. 

At any rate, Ike’s announcement and 
the reaction to it serves notice that an- 
other Congress will be in session soon. 
The country will be fed its usual liberal 
dosage of words with more than the us- 
ual gnashing of teeth.

Land Gougers Imperil 
Super-Road Program 


Gougers who demand fantastic prices 
for land needed in connection with Geor- 
gia’s proposed superhighway routes pose 
a very real threat to completion of the 
program. 

They also are rendering a disservice 
to their fellow taxpayers. 

Landowners have been averaging 
triple prices above original estimates on 
rights of way. Some have collected con- 
siderably more. 

Small wonder, then, that officials fear 
Georgia’s program will lag years behind 
the rest 6f the nation or even bog down 
completely. 

Juries, composed of residents of the 
county in which any disputed appraisal is 
made, have been quite sympathetic to 
the viewpoint of the landowner. 

The fact that the federal govern- 
ment is paying 90 per cent of the cost and 
the state only 10 per cent has led to 
many inflated claims and the granting 
of same. 

As a result, both the federal and state 
governments are hard pressed to finance 
this phase of the program. Greedy prop- 
erty owners along proposed routes and 
juries who yield to their unreasonable 
demands either do not realize or simply 
do not care that in the final analysis 
Georgia taxpayers still are footing the bill. 

More consideration should be given to 
the increase in land values that will stem 
from completion of the highway system 
rather than to false evaluations spiraling 
from plans to build along certain routes. 
Those plans could well remain right 
where they are on the drawing boards 
unless landowners and juries become real- 
istic,

Lockheed Breakthrough 
Could Be Sensational 


It was a happy message which Carl 
Kotchian, vice president and general 
manager of Lockheed’s Georgia division, 
gave the plant’s employes Tuesday. He 
disclosed a “breakthrough” by company 
scientists and engineers for a revolution- 
ary new jet airplane which will take off 
and land vertically. 

Development work is still in an early 
stage but Lockheed believes it has a head 
start in the application of jet power to 
this type of aircraft. If it proves success- 
ful, as Lockheed believes it will, it would 
vastly simplify airport requirements of 
the future, 

This word is encouraging as are pros- 
pects for fairly stable operafions at the 
Lockheed plant. Mr. Kotchian predicts 
that employment will remain fairly con- 
stant at around 14,000 persons within the 
coming year. Sales efforts have been suc- 
cessful in 1958 and the plant made con- 
siderable strides forward in transition to 
the jet and nuclear age. Its magnificent 
transport, the Hercules, underwent fur- 
ther improvements. 

We congratulate Lockheed for its cong 
tinued progress in aviation engineering 
and production. We are proud the Geor- 
gia plant is playing such an important 
role in national security and wish it con- 
tinued success in the years ahead.

Georgia Indeed Needs 
Central Fiscal Agency 


News that the incoming Vandiver ad- 
ministration is leaning toward the idea 
of establishing a central agency to control 
fiscal operations is indeed welcome. By 
whatever name it might be called, such 
a department is called for by the growth 
of state government over the past 15 
years. 

The present executive organization 
may have worked all right in those days 
when state services and the state budget 
were a fraction of what they are today. 
But they do not fit a situation in which 
state spending exceeds 330 million dollars 
a year and is bound to go higher. No one 
man can properly supervise such an op- 
eration. 

Georgia is not alone in trying to work 
out better fiscal procedures and closer 
liaison between the. executive and leg- 
islative branches. A. similar setup as is 
being considered in Georgia is resulting 
in huge savings in North Carolina and 
other states which have been forced to 
modernize executive operations to fit 
current needs. 

It is encouraging to note, too, that

Space Research ‘Brains’ 
Are Much Too Scattered 


Even though everyone in the White House and the Pentagon is 
supposed to be happy over the “compromise” under which the new 
National Aeronautics and Space Agency will take over part of the 
Army’s missile and space research operations, it is difficult for the 
layman to understand how the change will result in a unified effort. 


Supposedly the NASA was es- 
tablished to concentrate on re- 


‘search and development in the 


‘peaceful use of space,” leav- 
ing the Army and Air Force to 
deal with the military aspects. 
But the net result of the Pres- 
ident’s order turning over the 
Army’s jet propulsion. labora- 
tory to the NASA appears to be 
to muscle the Army out of the 
long-range missile business. 
From now on the Army’s Red- 
stone Arsenal at Huntsville, Ala., 
where the nation’s most success- 
ful missile program has been de- 
veloped under the direction of 
former German Scientist Von 
Braun, will devote more of its 
time and talent to projects con- 
trolled by the NASA. This will 
leave the Air Force, which has 
long resented the Army’s success-

Since all of the agencies 
are dealing with varied facets of 
the same problem, why shouldn't 
we have fewer agencies rather 
than more? Surely greater effi- 
ciency and progress could be

Benson’s Winning Battle 
To Revise Parity System?

WASHINGTON—The new battle over farm legislation has begun. 


It promises to be no minor skirmish

New York Giant quarterback who has brought his club back from 
oblivion's brink | more often than John Foster Dulles. And Sunday

that gave the Giants an Eastern Divi- 
sion title and a third straight win over 
“part-time genius’ Paul Brown's 
Cleveland Browns, 10-0. 

If the Giants should smash through 
Sunday and topple Western Division 
champion Baltimore—in a game that 
will be televised over WSB-TV and 
broadcast by WSB-Radio—it would be 
something of a modern miracle, Even 
if this doesn’t materialize, certainly 
grizzled, battle-scarred Conerly must 
be classed somewhere in the miracle 
category. 

Here is a man who has with- 
stood the ponderously murderous 
assaults of National Football 

League linemen for 11 seasons, and he’s still whipping touch- 
down passes with the best of "em. He even scored that tricky 
TD Sunday on a lateral from roomie, Frank Gifford, after 
Conerly had started it all with a double reverse. 


, - 


The good times haven't rolled too often for Conerly. In fact, 
this is only his second championship playoff in 11 seasons. The 
other was a 47-7 Giant victory over the Chicago Bears in 1956. 


New York football fans aren't a generous lot. If you don’t win, 
they don’t cotton to you too well. Five years ago, Conerly was the 
chief target of the boo-birds because the Giants happened.to be 
enduring a horrendous 3-9 season. Banners with the -endearing 
words, “‘“Goodbye, Charley,”” ““Get a New Quarterback,” and “Back 
to the Farm, Conerly,” were strung across the Giants’ home Polo 
Grounds. 


—When Boo Birds Came Back to Conerly 


As late as this season’s fourth game, Conerly was booed un- 
mercifully. In that 23-6 loss to the Cardinals, Conerly completed only 
seven of 22 passes. The next week, he sat out the game and his un- 
derstudy, Don Heinrich, took over. 


“Tt got so bad,” Conerly said with his typical Mississippi drawl, 
“that my wife and I just wouldn’t go out evenings. I'd be recog- 
nized, and it doesn’t matter to me so much what they say, but I 
didn’t want my wife embarrassed.”’ 


But the breaks have a way of evening up. Conerly, if New York 
had newspapers at the present, would probably be toasted as the 
greatest quarterback of ‘em all. 


For the most part this season, he has had a knack with the 
clutch plays, despite that awful Sunday against the Cards. He 
struck down Cleveland with passes, 21-17, and also Sunday for, 
Raltimore, 24-21. Both were unbeaten at the time, and yielded 
24 Conerly pass completions in 41 attempts, four aerials hitting 
for TDs. 


Conerly is an intense, conscientious man. It showed through in 
the Giants’ 13-10 victory over the Browns, forcing a playoff. 


With the score tied 10-10 and the Giants needing a win—a tie 
wouldn't do the trick—Conerly missed on three straight passes. One 
of them, a 55-yarder, had slipped through halfback Alex Webster's 
arms on the goal line. “I should have moved the ball closer to him,”’ 
said Conerly after the game. 


But Conerly redeemed himself. Handling the ball for Pat Sum- 
merall's field goal, he placed it just right despite turf made slippery 
and unsure by a pelting snowstorm that had turned Yankee Stadium 
into a Christmas card setting. 


“There was a lot of guilt riding on that one,’ said a relieved 
Conerly after, the 49-yard fielder had been true. ‘I looked up when 
Pat hit the ball. It looked real good and it made me feel good, too.”’ 
Around 60,000 fans had the same feeling. 


—A Pass Theft, a Broken Belt and Tittle 


Conerly has been the brains of this New York drive, which has 
been of the “must” variety ever since a 31-10 loss to Pittsburgh 
put the Giants in a binding “gotta win” predicament. “On this 
club,”” Giant coach Jim Lee Howell was saying the other day, “we 
don’t send in more than one play in 10, so Conerly has been the 
brains. That means he not only takes that pounding (Conerly is 
downed by onrushing linemen on the average of 15 to 20 times a 
game), but he gets up and calls those plays and runs that team.” 


’* 


‘The mental beating,’’ said Conerly, ‘‘is as much as the physical. 
If we get beat, it’s my fault. At least, that’s what the people think.’’ 


Conerly is well remembered around the Southeastern Confer- 
ence. His passing (133-of-233 for 1,367 yards, 18 touchdowns) carried 
Ole Miss to an 8-2 season in 1947 and 13-8 verdict over Texas 
Christian in the defunct Delta Bowl at Memphis, Tenn. Conerly 
teamed with huge Barney Poole, the wandering pass-catching trou- 
bador, for 52 completions. 


A Mississippian myself, naturally I followed Conerly’s ex- 
ploits closely in °47. And despite all his great work, I recall best 
one of his seven °47 pass interceptions. 


Y. A. Tittle, then quarterbacking a strong LSU team and now 
with San Francisco 49ers, picked off one of Conerly’s passes and 
looked as though he would go all the way. But as Tittle was run- 
ning, he felt his pants slipping. His belt had broken .. . here was 
Tittle holding his pants with one hand, the football with the other. 


| Elliott won by a substantial margin over Jimmy Brown, star back of the Cleve- 
_ land Browns of the National Football League. Pitcher Bob Turley of the New York 
Yankees, a 21-game season winner and World Series hero, was a distant third. 


It marked only the second time in the 28-year-old history of the poll of sports 
writers and broadcasters that the award went to a foreign athlete. Gundar Haegg, 


Sweden's great runner, was the 1943 winner. 


Elliott smashed countryman John Landy’s mile record of 3.58 Aug. 6 in Dublin.

At that time, Elliott was the 18th 
man to better four minutes since Roger Bannister of Great Britain did it May 6, 


1954 with a time of 3:59.4. 


Elliott received 67 first place votes and 236 points. Points were counted on a 


basis of three for first place, two for second and one for third. 


Brown had 39 votes for first and 172 points. Turley collected 85 points followed 
by Rafer Johnson, America’s world decathlon record holder, 82; Baltimore Colts 
quarterback John Unitas 73, and Ernie Banks of the Chicago Cubs, the National 
League’s most valuable player, 72.

In addition to Haegg, Jesse Owens and Bob Mathias were the only other previous 
winners from track and field. Owens won the honor in 1936 after running wild in the 
Berlin Olympics. Mathias received it in 1962 for his showing in the Helsinki Olympics 
as well as his performance with the Stanford football team. 


But possibly none captured the imagination of the track world as did the nut- 
chewing, hill-climbing Australian, who ran his heart out in seven countries to show 
that his record-breaking and near-record times were not myths.

And what about the mistletoe 
and its association with Christ- 
mas? 

The Druids held it sacred and 
called it “‘all-heal’’ and ascribed 
to it all sorts of miraculous vir- 
tues. It was not only a remedy 


‘ for every disease, but an anti- 


dote to every kind of poison. He 
who bore it was safe from all 
witchcraft and was able to see 
ghosts and to make them speak. 
This was especially the case if, 
as rarely happened, it was 
found growing on an oak tree. 
It was then solemnly conse- 
crated by a sacrifice of white 
oxen and cut from its parent 
stem by the arch Druid with a 
golden knife, special care being 
taken that it should by no 
means touch the ground. 


There is an old saying that 
“the maid who is not kissed 
under the mistletoe at Christ- 
mas, will not be married that 
year.” And remember too, that 
a berry must be plucked with 
each kiss. 


The mistletoe was deemed 
sacred in the old days and if 
enemies met casually beneath 
it in the forest, they laid down 
their arms and maintained a 
truce till the following day. 
Thence grew a practice of hang- 
ing mistletoe over the doorway. 
It implied a pledge of peace 
and friendship. 


CHRISTMAS TREE 


Christmas would not be 
Christmas without a tree. One 
story credits a young German 
immigrant, August Imgard, for 
introducing the tree to Amer- 
ica. Born in Bavaria, he came 
to America to join other mem- 
bers*of his family in Wooster, 
Ohio. He was lonely and he 
wanted a Christmas tree like 
he had back home. He went 
into the woods outside of Woo- 
ster and chopped down a spruce 
tree. 


From the village tinsmith he 
obtained a star fashioned of 
tin. Paper decorations were 
made and America’s first 
Christmas tree blossomed out 
in all its glory in the Imgard 
home on Dec. 24, 1847. The nov- 
elty appealed to the guod peo- 


9 ple of Wooster. The next year 


every home had a tree. And 
out of this little village, the cus- 
tom spread throughout Ohio and 
then the nation. 


Have Symbolic Meanings 


The tomb of this young Ger- 
man stands on Madison Hill in 
Wooster. Several years ago 
there was a lighted tree at its 
door, placed in tribute to the 
man who brought the first tree 
to America. 


Through the years trees have 
been man-ma“e as well as God- 
made. Some people have artis- 
tic ideas to achieve trees. Some 
have very original ones. Three 
are of interest today. One at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Terry at 1678 Westhaven Dr., 
SW, is five feet .all, and made 
of a wire frame. It revolves 
through the co-operation of a 
motor from an old electric fan. 
There is a middle standard 
which supports a large hoop 
with strings of glass colored 
beads. The Terrys — Mr. Terry 
made the tree — have another 
unusual one made of hardware 
cloth and dotted with colored 
balls. 


For a long time, Morgan 
Thomas, clerk of the Georgia 
Court.of Appeals in the Judicial 
Building, had eyed a stand on 
his .desk, The inspiration hit 
him the other day and before 
you could say “Merry Christ- 
mas” he had himself a tree. 


It’s made entirely of rubber 
stamps, which his office uses on 
various official papers. There 
are about 30 on the tree and on 
close inspection one can note 
such inspiring messages as 
“briefs for plaintiffs’ and 
“briefs for defendants.”
